1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 3, 
4, 7 and 8 to species non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 3, 4, 7 and 8 
have been cancelled. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1,2,5 and 6 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

4. The prior arts of record do not anticipate or render obvious to one skilled in the 
art a reflective type LCD device or a method of fabricating such a device comprising 
various elements as claimed, more specifically a reflector plate with irregularity pattern, 
the pattern being formed by a combination of blocks arranged in an array and each of 
the block including a basic irregularity pattern for one pixel and (N-1) (N being a positive 
integer; N >2) modified basic irregularity pattern, the basic irregularity pattern being 
continuous at either end thereof and divided in a same direction as the arrangement 
direction , thereby forming N sub-patterns and each of the (N-1 ) modified basic 
irregularity patter or patterns being formed by the N sub-patterns circularly shifted one 
by one. 

5. All the prior arts cited alone or in combination fail to teach or suggest the claimed 
reflective LCD device or the method of fabricating such a device. For example: USPAT 
6,606,139; USPAT 6,734,934; US 2002/0135718; US2003/0164912 and JP 2000- 
298274 disclose a reflective LCD device comprising a reflector plate with irregular 
pattern. However, none of the references alone or in combination teach or suggest the 
claimed reflective LCD device wherein the irregular pattern being formed by a 
combination of blocks arranged in an array and each of the block including a basic 
irregularity pattern for one pixel and (N-1) (N being a positive integer; N >2) modified 
basic irregularity pattern, the basic irregularity pattern being continuous at either end 
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thereof and divided in a same direction as the arrangement direction, thereby forming N 
sub-patterns and each of the (N-1) modified basic irregularity patter or patterns being 
formed by the N sub-patterns circularly shifted one by one. Further, US 2004/0223097 
discloses reflector plate with irregular surface wherein the irregular surface including 
irregularity groups each of which having substantially randomly arranged irregularities in 
plan view, and the irregular surface including a periodically repeating arrangement of 
irregularities with a plurality of the irregularity groups as a repetition unit. However, the 
above reference is not a valid prior art since the effective filing date of the above 
reference is after the filing date of the instant application.
